“THE OZAR’S ARMY.

Enormous Increase of the Troops on the 
Austrian Frontier. 


LARGE FORTS AND OBSERVATION 
TOWERS BEING RAPIDLY BUILT. 


The Bessarabia Guards Ready to Invade 
Austria on a Few Hours’ Notice—-Em- 
peror William and His Cabinet—A Crisis 
Probable—Count Von Moltke’s Memoirs 
—The Labor Congress—Foreign News. 


Lorpow, Aug. 21.—The Standard, corre- 
t pondent at Brailan reports an enormous in- 
crease of the Russian troopsonthe Austrian 
frontier. He says that the Bessarabia fron- 
tier guards, formerly a mere gendarmery 
corps to prevent smuggling, have grown in- 
toa permanent advance guard, ready to in- 
vade Austria on a few hours’ notice. Large 
forts and observation towers are being 
rapidly built and the Russian Government 
has given a heavy subsidy to the Black Sea 
& Danube Shipping Co. to erect a large 
dock yard at Reni and to forward troops to 
any part of the Black Sea. The construction 
of pontoons is actively proceeding at Reni. 
to be placed at various towns for the trans- 
portation of troops, and barracks are being 
pullt in the vicinity of Reni for 5,000 men. 


THE GERMAN CABINET. 


HERR MIQUEL, MINISTER OF FINANCE, LIKELY 
TO HAVE HIs WAT. 

BERLIN, Aug. 21.—It has been stated that 
Herr Miguel, Minister of Finance, who holds 
close personal and official relations with the 
Emperor, and who is in favor of removing 
the grain duties, has made a personal peti- 
tion to his Majesty requesting him to suspend 
for three months the collection of import 
duties on grain, as the Chancellor, Gen. Von 
Caprivi, had declined to further discuss the 
question at the Cabinet meetings. The story 
gained considerable credence, but it is om 
cially denied that Herr Miquel has taken any 
such action as that imputed to him. 

THE KAISER AND MIQUEL. 

The crisis in the Cabinet awaits the action 
of the Kaiser, who has not yet signified his 
purpose, but the impression continues that 
Dr. Mique! will have hisway. The Kaiser has 
been growing colder towards Caprivi, while 
he is more friendly to Count Waldersee, from 
whom he was for some time apparently 
alienated. The Kaiser's knee is improving 
rapidly, a fact which gives denial to the re- 
ports of general bad health. 

THE FRENCH PUBLICATIONS. 

itis said the French publications in regard 
to the Kaltser’s alleged misconduct on the 
yacht Hobenzollern have been called to his 
votice, but he refused with disdain to say 
anything about them. It is certain, however, 
thut he is very angry on the subject and 
that they have affected his sentiments toward 
Trance. 

A BETTER FINANCIAL FEELING. 

The report thatthe Russian Government 
would placea prohibitive export duty on 
wheat is officially declaredin St. Petersburg 
to be untrue. The Berlin Bourse became 
firm yesterday on the above announcement 
and on the satisfactory nature of the balance 
sheet of the Deutsche Bank. There was an 
active demand for mining and banking 
shares and government securities and Rus- 
sians were better. 

COMMENCED BY AUSTRIA. 

VIENNA, Aug. 21.—The semi-official Neue 
Freie Freue commends the firm attitude 
taken by the German Government upon the 
question of the corn duties. The Presse adds 
that the German Government in this connec- 
tion has shown a statesmaniike appreciation 
of the true commercial interests of the coun- 
try, and that in refusing to be swayed 
by the present agitation and taking 
part in the negotiations tor a 
tripartite Zollverein with Austria and 
Italy, the German Government had chiefly 
the interests of German industry in view. 
These interests, continues the Presse, are of 
such vital importance that they must over- 
ride all idea of a repeal of the corn duties. 
The price of corn, according to the Presse, is 
not greatly influenced by the duties placed on 
corn and the present rise in grain, in the 
opinion of the Presse, will be short lived, yet it 
thinks higher prices would compensate the 
farmers for diminished harvests. 


COUNT VON MOLTKE’S MEMOIRS. 


LENGTHY EXTRACTS PUBLISHED IN THE LO 
DON ‘*TIMES** TO-DAY. 


Loypor, Aug. 21.—The Times this morning 
prints to the extent of ve columnsfthe long- 
expected memoirs of Count Von Moitke. The 
Count touches very lightly upon political 
maters, but confines his attention almost ex- 
clusively to the military details of the war of 
1870. He reviews at considerable length the 
incidents surrounding the surrender of the 
Metz and the alleged treacherous conduct of 


Marshal Bazine. This disloyaity on the 
part of the General.he rather accent- 
uates than palllates, and goes even 


further than this and introduces the 
name of Gambetta into the possibility of 
Bazaine, taking part in a political plot which 
had forits object the throwing of the dic- 
tatorship in the hands of Gambetta and his 
fellow consiprators. Von Moltke’s criticism 
on the battle of Sedan gives many facts en 
tirely new to the readers of history and gives 
additional facts of interest about the mar- 
veious Cavalry fight. Much attention is given 
to the exploits of the then King William, and 
it will probably excite some interest that he 
has passed over with only acarsory mention 
the position occupied by Prince Bismarck. 
Von Moltke indulges in a lengthy discourse 
concerning the genera! calamity following all 
wars and the Advisabiilty of adopting some 
method by which they can be avoided. He 
compares the esprit de corps of the Prussian 
army with what he considers the selfish in- 
difference of the French, or, perhaps, more 
properly speaking, their lack of stamina, for 
the want of a suitable leader. The book is 
written in an easy and therefore pungent 
Style, and the Tune, in printing these ex- 
tracts from it, pays a high compliment to 
Von Moltke’'s literary talent. 


THE LABOR CONGRESS. 


SOME OF THE DELEGATES ORATIXG ON THE 
BATTLEFIELD OF WATERLOO. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 21.—Quitea numberof the 
delegates to the Labor made ab ex- 
cursion to-day to the feld of the battle of 
Waterloo. The English delegates chose, with 
few exceptions, to absent themselves from 
the scenes of the memorable victory, so that 
the excursionists were mostly French, Ger- 
mans and Bulgarians.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


ARABI PASHA MUST REMAIN IN EXILE—ITALY 
AND THE VATICAN. 
ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 21.—The Egyptian au- 
thorities recently received information that 
Arabi Pasha was weary of his exile in Ceylon 
and meditated a return to Egypt. The Egyp- 
tian Government at once notified the British 
representatives at Cairo that such action 
would only result in the destruction of Arabi, 
who would be seized and put to death the 
moment he should be found on Egyptian soil. 
Arabi has been discontented for years, not- 
withstanding his pension of $250 a month 
from the Egyptian Government. 


ITALY AND THE VATICAN. 

ROME, Aug. 21.—Government organs assert 
that if the next conclave is held abroad the 
Government will occupy the Vaticanand ex- 
clude thenew Pope from it. It is rumored 
that the Pope has ordered the Italian bish- 
ops toreport onthe number of Catholics in 
each diocese entitled to vote who are op- 
posed to the monarchy. 


THE ANTI-PHYLLOXERA CAMPAIGN. 
Pakts, Aug. 21.—The Figaro says that the 
anti-phylloxera campaign in the champagne 
districts is led by an educated Parisian youth 
of id named Lemare. He wrote a pamphlet 
and started a weekly paper, La Revolution | 
Champenoise, to advocate his views and to in- 
cite the peasants themselves to reap the 
profits of their work instead of the merchants. 
The phylloxera cry, he maintains, was in- 
vented to depreciate the value of their lands. 
He led the opposition at the recent meeting of 
the wine-growers’ syndicate at Epernay. 
The agitation is now taken seriously and the 
General Council of Chalons has summoned 

him to give his opinion on the situation. 


EXILED FOR Ur. 
CALCUTTA, Aug. 21,—The Manipur Regent, 
who led the recent massacre, and Prince 
Angoa have been exiled for life, the death 
sentence having been commuted. They have 
been sent to the Adaman Islands, 


SALUTED VICTORIA. 


England’s Sovereign Reviews the Fleet of 
the French Republic. 

PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 21.—To-day Queen Vic- 
toria made her formal inspection of the 
French fleet in Osborne Bay. The fleet was 
drawn up in line, fiying the French and 
British fags, and every officer and sailor at 
his post. Admiral Gervais received Her 
Majesty on board his flagship, the Marengo, 
andas the Queen reached the deck of the 
vessel, the cannon of the fleet 
thundered a royal and imperial salute, 
Her Majesty was shown the Marengo and ex- 
pressed herself as highly pleased with all she 
saw. The waters were alive with excursion 
steamers and the shores lined with people to 
witness the spectacle. The British vessels, 
led by the fagship Duke of Wellington, also 
took partin the display, which was the most 
magnificent ever seen in the Solent. 

The French fleet in taking position between 
the twolines of British war ships off Spits 
bead preparatory tothe naval review, ma- 
neuvered badly and were swung broadside on 
by the current. The sea, it should be added, 
was very rough atthe timethe French fleet 
was required to take up its position. 

This evening the officers of the French 
fleet will be entertained at dinner by the Ad- 
miral, the Earl of Clanwilliam, and the naval 
officers of the port, the banquet taking 
place at the Admiralty house. Atfirstit was 
thought of having the banquet on board the 
Duke of Wellington, but it wasfeared that 
name might be suggestive of the memories of 
Waterloo. Afterthe banquet there will bea 
ball in the Town Hall, given by the naval 
authorities. All the prominent naval officers 
in home waters are expected to be present. 

In any case, it is a pleasure to note the cor- 
dial, warm manner in which the Englishmen 
received their French visitors, and it begins 
to look as if the formation of the so-called 
League of Peace has had really more effect 
than most people imagine it to have had.

EXPLOSION IN A MINE. 


FOUR MEN SUFFOCATED AND FOUR OTHERS 
REPORTED MISSING. 

Bunz, Idaho, Aug. 21.—Two hundred 
pounds of giant powder exploded at the 
mouth of the lower tunnelof the Black Bear 
Mine near here yesterday with terrible effect. 
Four men were imprisoned at the breast of 
the drift by the rock which caved in and 
were suffocated. The bodies of the four 
other miners have not yet been found, but 
all hope of finding them alive has been given 
up. The explosion was terrific, tearing up 


the earth and caving in the 
tunnel for 11 distance of 100 
feet. Last evening the rescuing party had 


recovered the dead bodies of four men: G. 
McNeill, general manager; John Jense, as- 
sissant manager; Robert Blackburn and 
John Barrows, miners, There are four 
others missing and it is feared their bodies 
were blown to atoms. Jenseis a brother of 
one of the proprietors and Mr. Blackburn 
was secretary of the Central Miners’ Union 
at Burke. Just how the explosion occurred 
cannot be ascertained, but it is supposed that 
a lighted candle or fire from a pipe dropped 
into the box containing the powder or fuse 
by some one passing was the cause. Four 
cases of 200 sticks each exploded almost 
simultaneously. The Black Pear mine 
is located half way between Wallace and 
Burke on what is known as Canyon Creek, 
near the town of Gem. Jense, Blackburn 
and Barrows were found near the wreck 
smothered by gas fromthe explosion. They 
had evidently been in the rear end of the tun 
nel and hearing the explosion, came forward 
and tried to open aA passageway, but were 
overcome by gas. But a short time before 
relief came a voice was heard by the men 
outside saying, For God's sake, hurry up!?“ 

Mr. McNeill was a young man, an assayer 
and mining man of considerable promise, 
and bad been in charge of the mine about a 
month. He was from lou and has a sister 
in San Francisco and a brother in Butte. 
Peter Jense was a prominent rallroad con- 
tractor. The miners were working on a con- 
tract to extend the tunnel when the accident 
occurred.

Daring Attempt of Convicts at the Walla 
Walla Penitentiary to Escape—Two of 
Them Killed—A Successful Express 
Robbery—Held by Turkish Brigands—

Cuicaco, III., Aug. 21.—Four men were 
locked up at the Central Police Station last 
night for conspiring to blackmail Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. out of $20,000. Their names are 
Thomas Higgins, Wm. Dalton, John Ander- 
son and George Washington. The last three 
named are negroes. Before the recent fire 
which destroyed the big notion house of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. and caused a total loss 
of about $1,000,000, the men were employes of 
the firm. While the ruins were still smolder- 
ing the men under arrest and two others en- 
' tered into a plot to get $20,000 from the insur 
ance companies by offering to show that 
the fire was of incendiary origin 
and that members of the firm had put a torch 
to the buliding. Fire Imspector Conway 
listened tothe men and he at once became 
convinced that it was a blackmatling scheme. 
Detectives were put on track of the men. 
The conspirators were closely watched and 
have, on several occasions been overheard 
drilling each other into the testimony they 
would give before the Fire Inspector and in- 
surance adjustors. Itis believed that one of 
the parties is guilty of setting the building on 
Are, and in order to divert suspicion from 
himself he inve igled the others into the 
blackmailing scheme. 


TWO MEN AILLED. 


DESPERATE ATTEMPT OF CONVICTS AT WALLA 
WALLA TO ESCAPE. 

WALLA WALLA, Wash., Aug. 21.—A desperate 
attempt was made at the penitentiary yes- 
terday afternoon by convicts to escape.

A force of 100 train- 
men has deen secured from various 
surrounding points and no trouble is 
anticipated from the strikers, most of whom 
intimated that they will return to work. 
The method adopted by the men to enforce 
their demands is not sanctioned by their 
own rules, or those of the Federation, and 
they have no support from this quarter. 
The switchmen here have returned 
to work voluntarily and the course 
adopted by General Manager Bradbury is 
generally believed will prove the means of 
terminating the difficulty. The men may re- 
turnto work having the assurance of the 
management that their demands will be fairly 
considered.

A MOVEMENT 10 PUT THE STATE'S MILITIA 
UNDER FEDERAL CONTROL. 


Bcheme by Which the Govern- 
ment Will Have a Great Army. 


The Mission of Two “Regulars” to 
Camp Wickham. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE “NATIONAL 
GUARD OF THE UNITED STATES.” 


The Plan Looked On With Favor by Of- 


ficers of the Regular Army—Militiamen 
Also Indorse It — Adjutant-General 


Wickham Interviewed on the Work of 
Lieuts. Batchelor and Evans. 


A movement has been set on foot to put the 
militia of the States under national pay and 
supervision, It was started by officers of the 
regular army at Camp Wickham the other 
day, and circulars and personal letters con- 
cerning it are now flying thick and fast about 
the country. It is the most radical plan to 
change the condition of the militia of the 
country that has risen since the war. 

A day or two before the tents of Camp 
Wickham were struck, Col. Milton 
Moore called together all the 
soldiers who were in camp, and said that two 
officers of the army wished to address them 
upon a subjectof prime importance to the 
gilitia. The officers were Lieut. Robert K. 
Evans of the Twelfth Infantry and Lieut. 
Joseph B. Batchelor of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry. Lieut, Evans ts stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth, and had come to Camp Wick- 
ham with the regular army de- 
tall assigned to assist in the 
camp instruction. Lieut. Batchelor 
is on temporary duty at Fort Leavenworth, 
and had come to Camp Wickham with his 
friend, Lieut. Evans. About four hundred 
men answered the invitation or Col. Moore 
and heard the two army officers outline their 


plan. 
THE SCHEME OF ORGANIZATION. 

The two soldiers broached their proposi- 
tion with great enthusiasm, first by say- 
ing that having carefully made a com- 
parison of the standing army 
of the United States with those of other 
countries they had concluded that something 
must be done to dignify the military forces of 
this country. A constitution of the Associa- 
tion of the National Guard of the United 
States was then produced. It was printed 
on long sheets, which were distributed 
among the militiamen. The objects of the 
Association were declared to be: 


To Provide for the Dejsense of the United States. 


To that end, to actually and practically nationalize 
the National Guards ofthe various States, in such a 
manner that the companies, troops and batteries 
thereof, as such, may on their own Ser be 
enrolled in the National Guard of the United States, 
remaining during peace,under State control, being in 
war immediately available for national defense upon 
the call of Congress, and receiving from Congress 
reasonable financial! support at all times. 

To secure uniformity in the arming, equipping and 
training of the National Guard, and a means of 
maintaining for it a high standard of efficiency. 

To transfer the responsibility for the maintenance 
and efficiency of the National Guard of the United 
States from the various States to the United 
States Congress, where it properly de- 

0 „ 80 =that the source of ite vitality 
shall bein the Congress at Washington, and not in 
the legislatures of forty-four separate States, which 
may atany time, through hostility, rsimony or 
neglect, destroy their quotas of the national forces— 
in short, to lay for a most important national institu- 
tion, one broad national foundation, instead of 
ey to maintain it on forty-four separate 
ones, as present.

The Governor for- 
wards their application tothe Secretary of 
War, who enrolls them. Each 
cava troop will be paid $5,000 
by the Government the first year it is organ- 
ized, and $3,000 every year after that. The 
artillery gets the same pay. Each infantry 
company will get $1,000 a year. After the 
first year the cavalry and artillery in order 
to draw their yearly pay must own their own 

Whenever a State has 
or more enrolled in 
guard, the Secretary oof War 
is to detail an officer ofthe regular army to 
establish headquarters in the State and act 
as inspector of the forces, but without com- 
manding power. The companies will draw 
their yearly appropriation fromthe govern- 
ment, rely upon the report ot this officer, after 
a formal annual inspection, that they are in 
condition for efficient field service. The com- 
nies are to elect their officers annually and 
he battalions biennially. In time of peace 
the forces shall be under control of the Gov- 
ernor of the State, but when war arises and 
it becomes the President’s duty, according 
to the iaws of Congress, to call out the 
armed forces of the United States he shall 
first put these armed guards in the field. 
They shall be under his command, like 
regular troops, and their pay and rank shall 

be the same as that of the regular army. 

Of course leuts. Evans and Batchelor were 
bombarded with questions by the militia- 
men. They said the organization was to be 
effected by a bill which Congress was to be 
asked to pass at the coming session, and they 
wanted the Missouri militiamen to get up 
petitions for its passage. The bill, of course, 
would necessitate an appropriation and some 
opposition was to be expected, but if 
200,000 petitioners, all of them voters and sol- 
diers of the militia asked it, the measure 
would go through. Quiet and effective work 
was being done tn all the States like theirs in 
Missouri, and all the reports they haf were 
encouraging. The two officers went back to 
Fort Leavenworth leaving thousands of their 
circulars in the hands of the militia, who as- 
sured them of their hearty co-operation. 


WORKING IT QUIETLY. 

It seems strange that a movement like this, 
of such wide scope and gigantic political ef- 
fect has not become public before this, but 
all the work among the militia of the States 
has been done by letter and personal inter- 
view, and in no case has resort been had to 
the press. Capt. C. M. O' connor 
ofgthe Eighth Cavalry, who is now in St. 
Louis preparing a report upon Camp Wick- 
ham for the Secretary of War, told a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day that the move- 
ment was very heartily sympathized with by 
by all the officers of the regular army. ne 
plan, said he, was at first entirely the idea 
of Lieuts.

Maj. Edwin Bataorf said: I am very much 
in favor of the whole plan, but I am not sure 
that we can carry it out. As soon as the bill 
gets fairly before Congress there would be 
trouble about States’ rights.’’ 

Col. Wm. H. Swift was sitting by. He isa 
friend of the militia, and occasionally 
joins Col. Jim Bannerman in a liberal contri- 
bution to their wants. Tes, said de, the 
States’ rights men will knock the bill higher 
than a kite as soon as it shows its head. No- 
body will be willing to have a State militia 
under the control of the Secretary of War.’’

Col. Charles D. Comfort isin favor of the 
movement without reservation. We can 
carry the bill through and make it a success 
if the militia will work unitedly for it, said 
he. But there must be no disagreement 
among them or the whole affair will fall 
through.’’ 


GEN. WICKHAM DISCUSSES Tr. 


THE PLAN, HE SAYS, 18 WORTHY OF CONSID- 
ERATION. 

JEFFERSON City, Aug. . — Tour corre- 
spondent this morning had an interview 
with Adjutant-General Wickham in refer- 
ence tothe proposed scheme to place. the 
militia of the several States under control of 
the Federal Government. The General 
talked freely. Les, he said, there is a 
plan on foot to place the militia ofthe States 
under control of the Federal Government. 
The scheme is original with Lieut. Evans of 
the regular army stationedat Fort Leaven- 
worth. His plan is to place the militia 
under control of Congress, not the President 
All expenses to be borne by Congress. Con- 
gress shall have full power to call out, in 
time of need, these organizations, the men 
taking an oath of service upon joining such 
organization. Thus, instead of the Presi- 
dent calling upon the Governor of each State 
for so many troops in time of war, Congress 
can call out these companies and assume full 
control of them and, instead of having a lot 
of undisciplined men with which to carry on 
operations, the Federal Government will 
have men more or less prepared to do 
effective work. This, in substance, said 
the General, is the plan now being urged 
by Lieut. Evans. He recognizes the fact that 
our regular army wouid,-in case of war, 
amount to nothing, and would in this way 
have ready and placed at the disposal of 
Congress a large body of effective troops. 
Now, as to my opinion of the plan, I hardly 
know yet what to say. It certainly has 
merit, and about the only objection I can 
now offer is that of any good Democrat, ‘it 
smacks too much of centralization.’ But 
even this objection when you come to 
study it amounts to but little, as the 
power to call out these troops, as far as the 
Federal Government is concerned, is vested 
in Congress alone. The President is not to be 
given any power in the matter at all; and as 
our national Congress is a representative 
body it is not such an undemocratic measure 
after all, But I am not committed to the 
scheme by any means. I will have to study 
it over before I can place myself on record as 
being for or againsf it. But I will say this 
much: The planis worthy of consideration, 
and 1 for one shall give it careful study. It 
may be just what we want.“

Attorney Goldstein Wants One Witness

ONE WITH A CHAIR. 


Justice Manning Takes the Case Under 
Advisement and Thus Prevents a 
Fight—A Horse, Dog and Calf and 
Big String of Fish Added to the Con- 
stable’s Zoo-Zoo. 


Justice Manning’s court was the scene of 
a very interesting trial this morning. Sam 
Gordon sold Isidor Shrenko, a second-hand 
clothing dealer at 627 Morgan street, sone 
clothing, and he claims he was not paid for 
it and sued forthe amount. Max Barnagel, 
a European arrival of last year, testified by 
means of an interpreter, and things got ter- 
ribly mixed up. A fight about whether the 
man said ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ was with 
difficulty prevented. Barnagel went on 
to say that he had deen a tatllor 
in the employ of Shrenko, but was dis- 
charged because he would not testify as 
Shrenko wanted him. He further said that 
Morris Smith, the sonof the pawnbroker, 
told him that if he did not swear that Gordon 
was paid, Smith would put him in zaul for six 


months. 
WANTED HIM TARRED AND FEATHERED. 

This created a sensation, and Attorney 
Louis Goldstein for thé defense thundered: 
That illustrious immigrant has perjured 
himself on the stand, and he ought to be 
tarred and feathered before he leaves this 
court. I would put Morris Smith’s word 
against 10,000 citizens.’’ 

Smith could not be found and the case went 
on. At one time when Mr. Goldstein was ex- 
amining a witness, the plaintiff! made some 
remark and up jumped the little lawyer with 
achair in his handand threatened to floor 
him. The defendant testified that he did 
owe the money and that he gave 
it to Mr. Goldstein to pay into 
court after he got notice of the 
suit.

Schierman confirmed the payment of the 
money,and the attorney for the defense, a 
second hand clothing merchant, asked 
her how she could swear to 
that when it happened on the 
day she tried to commit suicide. This caused 
another uproar, in which German and En- 
glish epithets figured. Mr. Goldstein made 
a plea for his client, in which his better skill 
in law and oratory gave him the advantage. 
He met with several interruptions, however, 
especially when he called same witnesses 
**bloody enemies’’ of his client. 

Mr. Leavitt, the improvised attorney, then 
made a speech after much arguing. He 
wanted the $4 paid his client and did not 
want him to bear the costs. 

After more excitement the Judge said he 
would take it under advisement. A decision 
would have resulted in a fight, sure.

Efforts of the Dyrenforth Expedition in 
Texas. 


MIDLAND, Tex., Aug. 21.—There is a hiteh 
in the operations of the scientific rain-mak- 
ers. The grand experiment—the climax of 
the effort to draw moisture from the skies 
above the barrens of the famous Liano Esta- 
cado—which has been promised by the scten- 
tists and soexpectantly awaited by the world 
at large, and Texas in particular, has not yet 
materialized. 

The proposition was, as has been hereto- 
fore fully descrined in these dispatches, to 
produce rain by extensive and powerful 
bombardment. Baloons inflated with hydro- 
gen and oxygen were to be elevated 2,000 
feet and there exploded by means of a wire 
connection with a dynamo. Kites having 
rend-rock powder were to be elevated 1,000 
feet and exploded by the same means. Mor- 
tars and rend-rock powder were to be used 
on the ground, the bombardment to cover 
three miles in length and one and one-half 
miles square of country. Gen. Dyrenforth 
and six assistants were to perform this mam- 
moth work, but events have shown that the 
task was impossible of performance, They 
have on several attempts failed to inflate 
their baloons, and no kite demonstrations 
whatever have been made. 

It was announced that the crucial test 
would be made last Saturday. Many scientific 
men froma distance and visitors from this 
vjcinity and the surrounding country have 
been on the Morris ranch several days, wait- 
ing to witness an event which has not yet 
come, 

CONFLICT OF OPINION. 

Uptodate no general bombardment has 
taken place. The trials so far have been con- 
ducted with only a portion of the apparatus 
in operation, and while the Dyrenforth peo- 
ple claim that the result has been satisfac- 
tory, old settlers are not disposed to admit 
that the scientists’ efforts are at all responsi- 


ble for the fine rains that have fallen through 
out the region since these experiments be- 


n. 

Why the whole force of the explosive mate - 
rial has not yet been brought tnto use seems 
to be due to the fact that the director of the 
experiments has not a sufficient number of 
assistants. Residents here have volunteered 
to help man the mortars, fly the kites and 
direct the flightof the balloons, but their 
services have been refused, on the ground 
that their unfamiliarity with the implements 
might cause disaster, andin that way throw 
much discredit upon the plans of the scl- 
entists. 

A heavy rain followed the first experiment 
which was made on the 9th Instant, and fora 
time this was accepted as proofof the prac- 
ticability of the artificial rain-making theory. 
But the amount of the precipitation and the 
large area covered, when compared with 
the dimensions of the effort to bring the rain, 
has since caused a change of sentiment, and 
the verdict now is that the explosions had 
nothing whatever to do with the down- pour 
of Monday, the 10th instant. 

Yesterday afternoon three balloons were 
inflated and sent up to meet the cumulus 
clouds that were passing through the air. 
The gas contained in the balloons exploded 
and in an hour afterward a shower fell from 
a heavy cloud that had gathered after the 
bursting of the ballons. Gen. Dyrenforth 
and his assistants claim that this rainfall was 
entirely due to the explosions, but the claim 
is not generally accepted by the watchers. 

FUTURE PLANS. 

The correspondent of the Post-DISPATCH 
has been on the ground and carefully noted 
the progress of the experiments. Gen. 
Dyrenforth is uncommunicative and declines 
to say when the promised general bombard- 
ment will begin. The verdict of the visiting 
scientists is that under present con- 
ditions a thorough test of the theory is im- 
possible. Nearly alli the visitors are leaving 
tor home. The rain- makers, however, show 
no evidence of an intention to quit the field. 


WHAT SCIENTISTS SAY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—A number of 
leading members ofthe Association for the 
Advancement of Science have been inter- 
viewed on the experiments of Col. Dyren- 
forth with balloons for inducing rainfall and 
a majority of them interviewed were dis- 
posed to regard the experiments in the light 
of what may be considered dlindly experi- 
mental“ which might result successful or 
not. All favored experimentation in 
this field although some thought 
that definite scientific resuits might be held 
should a time be selected when the indica- 
tions were for dry weather. The question 
was also raised as to whether the cost he 
possible artificial precipitation may not be 
greater thanthe results. The interviewed 
regard the subject as an interesting one and 
look forward to future results with much ex- 
pectancy. 


It is evident that the Government agents 
have been unfortunate in selecting the time 
for making their rain tests in Texas. The 
region of the staked plainsis dry and parched 
for the most partof the year, and at these 

riods no rain falls. But this section of the 
tate has its rainy season, which begins 
never later than September, and sometimes 
as early as the middle of August. 
Midland, twenty miles from the scene 
of the present experiment on the 
ranch of the Chicago cattle barons, is 
on the Texas Pacific a 300 miles south- 
west ot Fort Worth and about midway be- 
tween that point and El Paso on the Mexican 
border. The amountof rainfall decreases 
inland from the gulf, the mean annual vary- 
ing from 52.3 8 to 13 inches at I

Within recent 
years many artificial reservoirs have been 
constructed on the ranches, and these are 
supplied by means of artesian wells. Rain- 
making at Government expense would bea 
boon to the people of that region, but as Gen. 
Dyrenforth’s experiments are being con- 
ducted at a season when n is sure to fall 
from natural causes, he will gain little credit 
whatever may be the real result of his tests.

Sued for $20,000 by McCormick & Co. of 
Chicago—Mrs. Newman Said to Be the 
Wife of a Joplin Banker—Big Damage

A new phase in the Page McPherson disap- 
pearance case was developed by a suit 
brought in the Oircuit Court to-day. The ac- 
tion was begun by a Chicago firm 
of brokers which did business with 
the McPherson house. The allegations set 
forth a shortage of $20,000, that amount being 
claimed to be due the Chicago brokers by 
Page McPherson’s firm. As a co-defendant 
with Page McPherson and Charles W. Switzer 
appears the name of Sallie E. Newman.

orders for buying and selling grain and provisions as 
could be filled, executed or carried out on the 
Board of Trade ö 4 to e and 
receive for plaintiffs for buying 
and selling bonds and stocks as could be filled, 
executed or carried out on the Stock Exchange in 
New York. Defendants were authorized to collect 
and receive from persons from whom 
orders were received moneys to be used 
filling, carrying ont and execution of such 
orders, which moneys it was the duty of defendants 
to account for and pay over to plaintiffs.

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called at the 
office of Dickson & Smith, who represent the 
Chicago firm, and Mr. Eleneious Smith, who 
filed the suit, stated that, al- 
though the money is presumed to 
have been embezzled by Page McPherson, 
the firm is Mable. No thought of wrong- 
doing, however, was attributed to Mr.

She is wealthy in her own 
right and has a home in St. Louls on West- 
moreland place. 

The allegations are that Mrs. Newman 
was a partner inthe McPherson firm, al- 
though this is denied.

WHO WAS DROWNED WHILE BATHING 
AT FAR ROCKAWAY. 


The Deceased and His Eloping Wife 
Members of Dr. Talmage’s Church— 
An Eloping Couple Serenaded After 
Marriage by the Village Band—Henry 
C. New’s Bride—A Belle’s Folly. 


New YorK, Aug. 21.—Claudius Francisco 
Valdes, proprietor of the cigar store at the 
corner of Duffield and Fulton streets, Brook- 
lyn, was drowned while bathing at Far Rock- 
away yesterday afternoon. He was visiting 
his friend, Senor Carlos Puente, who is stop- 
ping at the Sea View Terrace. Exactly how 
he came to his death isamystery. Itis sup- 
posed that he was seized with cramps. His 
body was found floating face up, with the 
arms folded across the breast. Mr. Valdes 
had a checkered matrimonial career. He 
was a slight, but handsome man, about 50 
years old. He was an active member 
of Dr. Talmage’s Church. When funds were 
needed for any purpose by the pyrotechnic 
divine Mr. Valdes gave generously. His 
wife, too, was popular with the congrega- 
tion. She had a handsome face, a sweet 
voice and an amiable disposition. She had 
numerous admirers, among whom was Her- 
man A. Boelhne, the proprietor of a tailor 
shop. Boehne had a lucrative business, be- 
ing patronized by the most prosperous young 
menofthe hill. Although he hada wife and 
two children he became infatuated with Mrs. 
Valdes. In the summer of 1884 Mr. Talmage’s 
congregation and Brooklyn society were 
shocked by the news of the elopement of 
Boehne and Mrs. Valdes. The couple 
had laid their plans well and 
were far on their way to 
the West before their departure became 
known. Boehne’s wife was self-reliant and 
she determined to conduct her husband’s 
business. The foreman of the shop, a young 
man named Kreps, was placed in charge of 
the business by her. A year after her hus- 
band’s elopement Mrs. Boehne obtained a 
divorce and married Kreps. 

THE ELOPERS. 

Boehne and Mrs. Valdes had, meanwhile, 
settled in Louisville, where Boehne assumed 
the name of Albert Westfill and went into 
business. When he left Brooklyn he hada life 
insurance policy for $10,000, payable to nis 
wife. He sent this to her and gave her his 
shop and ail his property in Brooklyn. Val- 
des Obtained a divorce from Mrs. Valdes, and 
when the couple in Louisville learned that 
their former partners had legally given them 
up they were married and went to Chicago, 
where a child was born tothem. Mr. Valdes 
married Mrs. Seaman in 1887: She was a 
teacher in the school attached to Dr. Tal- 
mage’s'Tabernatle, and had known Mr. Val- 
des and his former wife for years. By his 
first wife Valdes hada son and a daughter, 
and it is said they were the cause of trouble 
between Valdes and his second wife. In the 
latter part of last year she left him 
and went to live with her parents. 
She got a divorce, alleging that Valdes had 
treated her cruelly, She died last March, In 
December, 1890, the first Mrs. Valdes returned 
to Brooklyn.

CALLS FOR EXCESSIVE MARGING 


A SBoene in the Pit Follows the An- 
nouncement of T. G. “Bowman That 
He Will Trade No More With Kehlor— 
Rus Samuel’s Unpleasant Experience 
as a Broker for the Bull. 


With two-thirds of the traders on Ohange 
owing him wheat, J. B. M. Kehlor, the 
wealthy miller, has been putting the screws 
to them so tightly that there has been a vig- 
orous protest all along the line. 

Mr. Kehlor is nearly the Only man on 
„Change who was glad of the recent flurry in 
wheat. He had plenty of it bought at a low 
price, and all he had to do as the price 
jumped up was to sit in his inner office 
and tell his cashier, William C. Ellis, 
every half hour to send out calls for more 
margin to his unhappy debtors. It got so 
fnally, whenever a trader was heard to 
swear, after opening a note from a messen- 
ger boy, the crowd would laugh and say, 
„He's got another call from Kehlor.’’ 
Stories of extravagant margin calls from 
this bull with the big horns were rife every 
day. Some men were said to have been 
called cents over the market price; 10 cents 
is all that is allowed by the rules of the Ex- 
change, dut to reruse a call, however ex- 
travagant, would mean that the man who 
had objected must meet a story that he had 
‘laid down on margins, and no trader 
wants to go through the explanation that 
we@uld be necessary to prevent injury to his 
reputation.

HIS TWO LIVES. 


— 


The Secret History of Rev. Peter Kit- 
wood’s Career. 


MOURNED AS DEAD BY HIS FAMILY FOR 
NEARLY FORTY YEARS. 


Supposed to Have Been a Poor man While 
Owning Property Valued at $40,000— 
New Facts in Regard to the: Life of the 
Late Chaplain of the St. Louis Bethel 
Mission. 


A claim was filed in the St. Louis Probate 
Court a few days ago to a portion of the 
estate of the late Rev. Peter Kitwood on be- 
half of his widow and four children in En- 
gland, and until then the public had been led 
to suppose that the Reverend Peter had died 
a bachelor. He came here from Oleveland, 
O., about fourteen years ago and from that 
time until his death, in April of last year, he 
was the chaplain of the St. Louis Bethel, at 
the foot of Olive street. A short sketch of 
his early life was published when the secret 
of his marriage was revealed by the filing of 
this claim, but there area numberof inter- 
esting incidents in connection with the 
chaplain’s life that are as yet known to only 
three or four persons in this country. 

Peter was the son of an English harbor 
master, and of course was educated before 
the mast. He married in 1846 at the age of 
2% a Miss Phillis Brice, a well educated 
English girl of good family, but they didn’t 
get along well together and a few years later 
he deserted hef and their five littie children, 
and that was the last they heard of him until 
his death nearly forty years afterwards, and 
in the meantime his three sons had grown up 
and married and one of the children had 
died. Some years later an unknown man 
answering his description was accidentally 
drowned at the Newport docks and after 
that the family mourned the husband and 
father as dead. 

Peter, it seems, had been converted in a 
storm at sea and when he deserted his fam- 
ily it was to preach the Gospel among wicked 
seamen. He founda ripe field for the work 
in New York city, but soon came West and 
established a seamen’s mission on Washing- 
ton Island, Green Bay, Wis. From there he 
went to Cleveland, O., to take charge of a 
seamen’s mission and there remained until 
called to St. Louis fourteen years ago. 

DISOOVERED BY A SPEECH. 

While at Cleveland Capt. Kitwood was 
made a delegate toa national convention of 
Seamen’s Ald societies,and there made a 
speech which got intothe newspapers. A 
relative visiting tn this country saw it in 
print and sent a copy to James Kitwood, 
Peter’s brother, at Boston, England. The 
latter opened up a correspondence with 
Peter, which was kept up atirregular inter- 
vals until the latter’s death, but the secret 
was withheld from Peter’s family, and the 
only person letinto it were his mother and 
another brother. It is said that Peter sent 
money to James occasionally for the support 
of his abandoned family, and that he was 
kept advised of their condition, etc. 

A STRANGE SCENE. 

After his death at Chicago much was 
printed about him in all of the St. Louis 
papers. His remains were embalmed and 
brought here for burial. The funeral took 
place at the Bethel Chapel, at the foot of 
Olive street. A large crowd was present. 
Rev. Benj. Franklin, the Superintendent o 
all the Bethels, preached the sermon. After 
the services an elderly woman, a stranger to 
all present, dressed in deep mourning, 
glided down the aisle and fell prostrate over 
the coffin. She wept and wailed like a widow 
at the bier of her husband. It was 
a startling scene. As Capt. Kitwood had no 
wife or female relative known to his most in- 
timate friends, there was a look of astonish- 
ment on the faces of all of the clergymen, 
mission workers and friends of the deceased. 

**Who ts she?’’ was the question on all lips. 
Some suggested that she was making an un- 
warranted display of grief over the dead, and 
that she should be removed. ‘‘Let her 
weep, suggested one of Capt. Kitwood’s 
friends. ‘‘Perhaps she has been a recipient 
of great kindness {from bim. She 
was permitted to stay over the 
coffin till she voluntarily arose, 
when every eye was upon her. She gave her 
name as Mrs. Bagshaw, and stated that she 
was acousin ofthe deceased; that she had 
not neard from him for thirty-five years, 
that she had resided in St. Louis two years, 
but did not know that Capt. Kitwood lived 
here till she saw in the papers the particulars 
of his life and death. 

THE STORY COMING OUT. 

Several days thereafter she made herself 
known to Dr. W. W. Carpenter, the adminis- 
trator of the deceased chaplain, and urged 
his assistance in securing employment for 
her son, her only support. In conversation 
with Mr. Franklin and Dr. Carpenter she had 
told the secret of her dead relative’s life. 
They were astounded. Mr. Franklin had 
heard something like it years before from an 
old seaman, but had discredited the 
story and had declined to mention it to 
Capt. Kitwood, whom he regarded asa man 
of most eminent piety and purity. It was 
agreed by the three parties now possessed of 
the secret that it must bekept from the 
world, and so it would have been but for cer- 
tain legal proceedings lately made necessary. 

The cousin so strangely appearing on the 
scene is Mrs. Bagshaw, an intelligent and 
estimable lady now living with her son on 
Clarke avenue. She had no idea of the pres- 
ence in 8t. Louts of her long lost cousin tin 
she found mention of his death at the bottom 
of a column of the Post-Dispatcu, which she 
was examining during the teachers’ contest 
of last year. 

. ANOTHER SURPRISE. 

There was another development at about 
the time of the funeral which greatly sur- 
prised many of the friends of the deceased. 
He had always represented himselfas a 
man, and had been so regarded by all of his 
friends. But at his death he was possessed of 
property aggregating about $20,000. He had 
$500 in bank, had a valuable lot of real estate 
in St. Paul, and also a houvuee and lot in W- 
consin, besides stock in a local build- 
ing association and a building lot 
in Olifton Heights. The property was 
left by will to various parties in St. Louis and 
elsewhere, $600 of it to his brother, Thomas, 
in England, anda block of ground in St. 
Paul, Minn., to his brother, James. His fam- 
ily was not mentioned in the will, but ina 
private letter written just before his death to 
James he asks him to give his (Peter’s) wife 
and children two-thirds of the legacy be- 
queathed to James, as will be seen from the 
following letters, the first being a letter from 
James to Mrs. Bagshaw, and the second one 
being the last letter received by him from 
Peter.

Since it has been so definitely stated that 
the deceased chaplain abandoned his family 
before coming to America the Board of Man- 
agers of the Bethel Mission have refused to 
pay his executor a balance of $500 due on ac- 
count of his salary. The question as to who 
is entitled to the salary will be left to the 
courts 


DECLARED NUISANCES. 
The Post- Dispatch“ Secures Relief for 
North Side Residents. 

The Lowell nuisances were dealt two severe 
blows yesterday, one by City Counselor Mar- 
shall and the other by the Board of Health, 
which held a regular meeting in the after- 
noon. 

The opinion submitted by Mr. Marshall was 
given in the Post-DispaTcu yesterday after- 
noon, and in substance was to the effect that 
the nuisances, wherever they existed , could 
be abated by the city officers, and the cost of 
doing the work assessed against the property 
in the shape of spértal tax bills. 

A BIG ATTENDANCE. 

Right on the heels ot the Marshall decision 
came the meeting of the Board of Health at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. At- this meeting 
nearly all of the owners of rendering estab- 
lishments in the contaminated district were 
present and all of them were represented by 
Attorney Steber. In addition to the interested 
parties and their attorney, R. E. McMath, 
ex-Sewer Commissioner, was present with his 
plans for drainage. The North st. Louis Im- 
provement Association was represented by 
Attorney 8. T. Price. It was decided by the 
board to take up the rendering establish- 
ments and decide whether they were or were 
not nuisances under the plain construction 
of the laws on the subject. All those who de- 
sired to speak onthe subject were given a 
hearing and permitted to say what they 
thought. Mr. Steber advanced the argument 
that a part of what was called a nuisance ex- 
isted on city property, and that it was the duty 
of the city to reme@ye it. This was admitted 
by Mr. Price for the other side, with the 
argument that whether or not nuisances did 
exist on city property it was none of the 
business of the rendering factories and that 
they should repair their own shortcomings 
before charging others with the same faults. 
Mr. McMath explained in detail his plans for 
a system of drainage to be established in that 
section, and then Mr. Steber made the state- 
ment that some ofthese plans had been sub- 
mitted to the Board of Public Improvements 
and rejected by that body on the ground 
that the matter was in the 
hands of the Board of Health. Such 
was not the case, however, as the Public 
Improvements Committee rejected the plans 
because they considered them impracticable. 
Several of the factory owners made state- 
ments to the effect that the Board of Public 
Improvements would not give thema chance 
to remove the existing troubles 
and indulged in a good deal of talk about fair 
play and 60 on. 

MUST GO TO COURT. 

After the discussion had continued for 

an hour and a half between the con- 

parties the board went 

and formally declared 

the establishments nuisances. 

A separate case was made against each and 

they will be brought up in the Police Court 

for trial for misdemeanor. The places de- 

clared nuisances were those of Joseph 

Pfeffer, Flynn & Winters, Jas. P. Funk 

and Fred Holtse. If the cases are 

made against these parties inthe court they 

can be fined tothe limit which is fixed at 
$500 for each conviction. 

The health officials feel certain that they 
will be able to get aconviction im every case 
reported and propose to report them often 
enough to establish the fact that they do not 
propose to apply the remedies required. 
This fact once established, they will go ahead 
under the Marshall decision, do the work 
and charge the same to the property.

The Fair Grounds Animals Reach Their 
New Home This Morning. 


A CONCERT THIS AFTERNOON WILL 
CELEBRATE THE “Z00” OPENING. 


The Dromedary, the Llama and the Sacred 
CowiWere the Vanguard ofthe Progress 
Across Town—Scenes in the Deer Park 
After the Arrival of the “Zoo Fund. 


If you want to havea good time go out to 
Forest Park and see the animals. They're 


there now. 


The band is playingin honor oftheir arri- 
val, for this is the day of the regular Forest 
Park weekly concert, and the musical pro- 
gramme began at 8 o’clock this afternoon. 
The park is filled with delighted visitors and 
the public Zoo“ is booming. 

To-morrow night the grand fireworks dis- 
play will take place in Forest Fark and an- 
other tremendous crowd will be present at 
that time if the weather is fine, 

Sunday will be the first real public recep- 
tion of the Zoo“ animals, however, and 
they will bein fine feather, so to speak, on 
that occasion. The Forest Park zoological 
collection will be one of the leading park at- 
tractions on Sundays. 

The animals taken fromthe Fair Grounds 
will realize by that time, probably, that they 
are right in the heart of the city’’ as re- 
gards popularity. They arein fact at the 
beginning of a brilliant career of public 
favor, for they are the ploneers of a zoologi- 
eal garden in Forest Park which is destined 
to become the pride of all faithful st. Louis- 
ans. The Fair Grounds animals have the first 
call in this movement. They go in on the 
ground floor. 

The dromedary, the Hama, the sacred cow, 
the antelope, the axis deer, the hard of elk 
and the white European deer are at home to 
all inquiring friends, in the deer paddock at 
Forest Park, from now on. Go out and pay 
your respects to em. 

REMOVAL OF THE ANIMALS. 

Park Commissioner Fechter went out to 
Forest Park bright and early this morning 
and saw that everything was in readiness for 
the remeval of the animals from the Fair 
Grounds. Then he came back to the City 
Hall to attend the meeting of the Board of 
Public Im provements. 

The removal of the animals was done under 
direct charge of Assistant Eggling and Keeper 
Nelson. They were at the Fair Grounds by 10 
o’clock this morning to attend to the loading 
of the collection into the huge vans that have 
been built for their safe conduct across the 
city. 

But little trouble was anticipated in the 
transfer, andthe keepers were confident of 
having the collection safely installed in For- 
est Park by the hour set for the opening of 
the afternoon concert. 

They were right in their expectations, for 
the move was made under the most favora- 
ble circumstances. 

The bull dromedary, the llama and the 
sacred cow had the post of honor. They 
were the firstto be removed from the Fair 
Grounds to Forest Park, the vanguard of the 
public ‘‘Zoo’’ collection. 

Clint, the dromedary, made the jour- 
ney across town on foot. He was too big to 
be granted the privilege of a ride, and he 
therefors did the ‘‘dromedary quickstep’’ to 
the great edification of the West End public. 

The line of march selected was south on 
Grand avenue to Lindell Boulevard and then 
west on the boulevard to Forest Park. 

At the park everything was in readiness for 
the reception of the public Zoo“ animals 
when the workmen finished their day’s labors 
yesterday. The triangle fences in the deer 
paddock were all in position and the Zoo“ 
animals were taken direct to their respective 
quarters on arrival. 

IN FOREST PARK. 

The first triumvirate named, the drome- 
dary, the llama and the sacred cow, made 
themselves at homein Forest Park without 
the slightest trouble. They had some few 
acquaintances to make among the animals 
already at the park, the buffalo and deer, but 
there was no professional jealousy shown 
toward the new comers and a sensible com- 
radeship was soon established.

The New York Zvening Post, ina recent 
issue, printed a statement reiating to ex Con- 
gressman Niedriighaus’ alleged methods o:

ticle in question, in substance, was as fol. 
lows: Mr. Niedringhaus used his position 
m Congress to further his business 
interests, and aid all he could 
to get a prohibitive duty put upon tin plate. 
He also worked for a prohibitive duty on 
granite and agate ware, but succeeded only 
in having the tariff raised from 45 per cent to 
50 percent, The Post claims that the duty 13 
unnecessary forthe protection of the indus.

following: There are two companies in this 
country that contract and monopolize trade 
in these wares. The St. Louis Stamping (o.

They 
found that, although the tariff in the 
Dominion is but 3 per cent, the two Ameri- 
can firms were cutting their prices so as to 
undersell the German ware. While the im- 
porters of the German ware should have en- 
joyed an advantage of 15 per cent over their 


competitors, as compared to the prices in the 


United States, they found that the American 
concerns listed goods at 25 per cent below 
their American prices, and gave, in addition 
discounts, in some cases, as highas 60 per 


cent off the price list, with the 
goods laid down in duty paid. This 
means that the get their goods at 


35 to 40 per cent cheaper than Americans do.

States pays 85 to 40 per cent unjust profit into

CONFERENCE. 


Further Details of the League-Associa- 
tion Compromise. : 


A-COMMITTEE OF THREE WILL REPRE- 
SENT EACH ORGANIZATION. 


These Committees Are to Be Vested With 
Full Power to Act~The Western As- 
sociation Left Out in the Cold World— 
Principal Points of Difference to Be 


Settled—Sporting News. 


The announcement made in yesterday’s 
Post-DisPaTcH that representatives of 
the National League and American 
Association were to hold a meeting next 
week to compromise the differences 
at present existing between the two organ- 
izations created quite a sensation in base 
ball circles, not only in this city, but all over 
the country, for it was sent out broadcast by 
the press associations. It was the frst 
intimation the public had that any such 
decisive steps had been! taken in the 
premises, although the information that 
John T. Brush of the Cincinnati League team 
has been workingfor that end and made 
three trips to this city in connection with 
the scheme has been referred to 
several times in this paper, which has 
constantly maintained since Brush’s first 
visit that there would soon be a truce 
effected. The publication of the arrange- 
ments made for a conference to 
De held next week came in the 
nature of a surprise to both Association and 
League magnates, for they had all been 
pledged to secrecy and had fondly hoped to 
be able to hold the meeting and effect 
the settlement before the newspapers or 
the public became aware that any such ne- 
gotiations were pending. It was given out 
atthe Association meeting here the pres- 
ent week that the matter of compromise had 
been informally discussed, but that it was 
decided that the Association should make no 
overtures in the matter, leaving the League 
to make all proposals. This, it was claimed, 
Was all that was done about the matter at 
the meeting. 

When the Association people gave out that 
statement they deliberately misrepresented 
the facts. There were most decisive 
steps taken at that meeting in refer- 
ence to a compromise. The Association 
appointed a committee of three to 
meet a like committee from the Na- 
tional League next week and effect 
a compromise. This committee was vested 
with full power to act for the Association, 
and it was decided that no conference should 
be held unless the National League committee 
should have similar power delegated to 
it, so that any action taken at 
the meeting would be final. The idea is to fix 
up all their differences next week, and form 
a new agreement which will enable the 
two organizations to exercise bet- 
ter control over their players than 
they have been able to do under existing cir- 
cumstances, and to arrange for a world’s 
championship series at the close of the 
present season. The American Association 
will vacate Cincinnati for the League, but the 
latter organization is to re-imburse it for the 
money the Association is out Dy its venture 
there. The Association will demand the right 
to keep teams in Boston and Philadelphia, 


clubs. Stovey, Bierbauer and Griffin will 
remain in the League. The League will 
probably endeavor to have the club in 
Boston moved to another city, and there 
may be a split there. It is not 
likely, however, that the association will 
surrender the territory. If the club remains 
in Boston, the League will insist that it shall 
charge 50 cents admission fee, the same as is 
done in the League. That will also be 
a point over which there will de 
wrangling. President Von der Ahe of the St. 
Louis Club is chairman of the Association 
Committee. Brush will probably be one of 
the League Committee. Neither Presi- 
dent Young of the League or 
Kramer of the Association will 
be at the meeting, or at least be regular 
members of either committee. It was the 
original intention to hold the meeting at 
Washington next Tuesday, but the publicity 
given the fact by the article which 
appeared in yesterday’s Post-DisPaTcH is 
almost certain to make the magnates change 
their plans, as the newspaper men at Wash- 
ington, having been informed of the move, 
would be onthe alert for the meeting and 
rob it of the desired privacy. Instead of 
meetingin Washington, the magnates are 
now almost certain to hold their conference 
in some neutral city which has 
no team in either the Leage or Asssociation. 
The Western Association will be left out of 
the conference entirely. It is in arrears to 
the Board of Control and its membership has 
been reduced to four clubs. When the new 
agreemeet is made the Western Association 
will again be reduced to the rank of a minor 
league. 

The meeting may conclude its work in a 
day and in no event is the conference likely 
to last more than two days. Unless 
a hitch occurs which breaks 
of all negotiations, the compromise 
will have been effected when the meeting ad- 
journs, so that peace in the base dall 
world may be expected within a week. 
It is possible that the meeting 
may be changed from Tuesday to 
some other day to throw off the newspaper 
men, but the chances are that it will be held 
on that day, although there is little prospect 
of Washington now being selected as the 
place.
